A prisoner 
was taken from the jail in Baldwlr 
County and lynched.

At the same time 1 called 
the Hherlff of the county to Montgom 
ery for an explanation as to why he 
hid not prevented the lynching.

i offered him the choice of resigning 
his office or defending himself in Im­ 
peachment proceedings. 
He resigned. 
Meanwhile Mr. Wilkinson pursued his

We now come to that vexatious na 
ttonal problem, the tariff. In the early 
days of the industrial development ol 
this country, the high protective tarifl 
may have been Justified as a help to 
Infant industries—to industries that 
could not compete with the skill and 
experience of old established foreign 
competitors—but that time has gone 
The Hitadla have grown into strong 
giants, and the old theory of protec­ 
tion to Infant industry is no longer 
applicable. 
In ray opinion, there should be made 
a readjustm ent of the tartff schedule. 
The rates should be so adjusted as to 
admit of that reasonable exchange of 
commodities which would enable for 
eign countries to buy our surplus ag 
ricultural products and thereby bene 
fit the farm ers and other producers of 
America; auch an adjustm ent us would 
promote effective competition; an ad 
justm ent that would afford protection 
against monopoly and at the same time 
produce fair revene for the govern 
ment.

charged with making rates, which is 
legislation, should be selected In the 
same way—that to with regard to the 
geography of the eountry. 
Since that 
has not been done, there to a clear 
violation of the spirit, at least, of the 
Constitution of the United States. 
Justice under ¿he tow in this matter 
can come only through the Interstate 
Commerce 
Commission. 
We 
shall 
never get It until the South get* full 
representation on that body—men who 
will listen with a sympathetic ear and 
investigate our promlems with a view 
to doing complete Justice to a great 
section of the country that now is as 
an outcast before the court.

Railway Freight Rates 
The Interstate Commerce Commto 
aion, with the authority of Congruas, 
has fixed the rate of net earnings of 
railroads at a maximum limit of 5 3-4 
per cent on their investm ents after 
payment of .all taxes, State and Fed­ 
eral, and the law provides that when 
earning» exceed that limit the excess 
amount shall be divided equally be­ 
tween the railroads and the govern­ 
ment. 
Traffic authorities inform me 
that the southern group of carriers 
earned more than the fixed limit in 
1922 and 1923, and in 1924 more than 
7 per cent and in 1925 much mpre ttxan 
7 per cent on their Investments, and 
that they are now proposing rate re­ 
visions which will further increase the 
excess. 
This excess of earnings over the 
amount allowed by law Is spread over 
everything that ia shipped on tha rail­ 
roads, over everything the merchants, 
the farmers, and ali other consumers 
buy for food, clothing, housing and 
supplies.
